OBTH INFANTRY 
HAS. 130 CITED 


Regular Army Regiment Gives Dis- 
tinguished Service in Action 
About Cantigny 


With the American Army in france. 
—More than 130 officers and men of 
the 28th Infantry, Regular Army, 
have been cited by Major-General 
Robert L. Bullard, commanding the 
1st Division of the 2d Army corps, 
for “conspicuous gallantry in action 
during the operations connected with 
the capture and defense of Cantigny 
from May 27 to 31.” e 

Colonel Hanson E. Ely, commander 
of the 28th, was one of those cited 
for “having displayed conspicuous 
gallantry in the handling of his 


troops, making quick decisions and 
preserving the mission of his _ regi- 
ment.” - 


Léeutenant-Colonel Robert J. Max- 
ey of Missoula, Mont., who was fa- 
tally wounded in that action and 
who died a few days later, was cited 
for having “advanced with his first 
wave in the face of heavy shell and 
machine gun fire.” His citation adds: 
“He was cool under fire and a de- 
pendable leader. Although fatally 
wounded, he gave detailed directions 
to his second in command as to just 
what to do and caused himself to be 
carried to the post of command of 
his regiment to give information to 
his “régiiiental  conimander tha€é he 
considered very important before be 
ing evacuated. This was under in- 
tense shell and machine gun fire.” 

Captain John S. Manning of Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., whose death was later an- 
nounced, was cited for having 
played unusual coolness and 
gard of danger under heavy 
lery fire when he visited the various 
portions of his sector and _ encour- 
aged and set an example to his men.” 


Privates Edward {. Pitt, Charles 
Fields and Fred D. Marshall, auto- 
matic riflemen, who _ received  cita- 


tions, were posted in a garticularly 
exposed place and put an enemy ma- 
chine gun out of action, killing six 
of the enemy. They continued at 
their post until Pitt and Fields were 
killed by shell fire and Marshall 
wounded, 

Sergeant J. C. Hurd, intelligence 
section, was cited for devotion to duty 
in maintaining three observation 
posts under his command. Twice his 
posts were destroyed, but Sergeant 
Hurd dug his men out and continued 
to send back valuable information.

FIGHTING MEN ARE 
RUSHED 10 FRANCE 


Rapid Movement of Troops to France 
Is Aidéd by British Vessels--- 
14.N. A. Divisions Sent 


Washington.—The draft programme 
and plans of the War Department are 
of such a character that the rapid 
movement of troops to France is con- 
tinuing, Secretary Baker has. an- 
nounced, and by reason of the very 
great assistanee given by the British 
government in pleeing so much ship- 
ping at the disposal of the American 
government the department hopes to 


continue the accelerated movement 


overseas, 

There are approximately 2,600,000 
American soldiers in this country and 
overseas, Baker said. The reservoir 
in the United States is such that even 
with the exhausting for a long time 
of the eligibles in class 1 the move- 
ment of men overseas would not be 
interrupted. 

Fourteen National Army divisions 
already are in France, the Secretary 
said, and these have been included in 
the new Field Army organization re- 
cently announced by General Persh- 
ing. There also are twelve Na- 
tional Guard divisions, including the 
Rainbow organization, overseas, to- 
gether with five Regular Army di- 
visions. 

Provost Marshal-General Crowder 
today called upon thirty-four states 
to furnish a total of 12,000 white 
draft registrants qualified for limited 
military service for entrainment Au- 
gust 30 and 31. The quotas of the 
various states include 250 from Iowa, 
150 from South Dakota and 150 from 
Nebraska, all to be sent to Camp 
Dodge, Ia. 


FOOD INCREASES 66 
PER CENT IN FIVE YEARS 


Washington. — Food price- figures 
made public by the Bureau-of Labor 
Statistics show further increases in 
June, the greatest advance being 32 
per cent for potatoes. An average in- 
crease of 7 per cent in food prices is 
shown for the year ended June 15, the 
greatest among twenty-eight articles 
listed being 35 per cent for round 
steak.

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Washington.—Generous support for 


schools of all grades during war time 
is urged by President Wilson in a 
letter to Secretary Lane approving 
the Bureau of Education's plan for 
an educational campaign this summer 
and fall. The President's letter says: 

“I am pleased to know that despite 


the unusual burdens ;mposed upon our 
people by the war Ley have main- 
tained their schools and other agencies 
of education so nearly at their normal 
efficiency. That this should be con- 
tinued throughout the war and that, 
insofar as the draft law will permit, 
there should be no falling off in at- 
tendance in elementary schools, high 
schools or colleges is a matter of the 
very greatest importance, affecting 
both our strength in war and our 
national welfare and efficiency when 
the war is over. 

“So long as the war continues there 
will be constant need of very large 
numbers of men and women of the 
highest and most thorough training 
for war service in many lines. After 
the war there will be urgent need not 
only fer trained leadership in all lines 
of industrial, commercial, social and 
civil life, but for a very high average 
of intelligence and preparation on the 
part of all the people.” 


San Francisco.—Sergeant Henry F. 
Marsh, killed in France, was a native 
of Alameda and 24 years old. He re 
ceived his education in San Fran- 
cisco, and was a grandson of Henry 
F. Marsh, who came-here in 1869 
and was engaged in the wholesale 
glass business up to the time of his 
death.

— Twenty-six women 
who have been defying the police in 
woman's party demonstrations on the 
Square opposite the White House, in 
protest against the Senate’s delay in 
acting on the Federal suffrage amend+ 
ment, were given jail sentences in 
the Police Court when they refused 
to pay fines. 


Ten-day sentences were imposed for 


unlawfully holding a meeting with- 
out permit and seventeen of the de- 
fendants were given five additional 
days for climbing on a_ statue of 
General Lafayette. 

The sentences were imposed for 
participation in the first demonstra- 
tion staged last week. Cases are 
pending against most of these women 
and a number of others on account of 
later activities. . 


U. 8. BATTLES ARDENTLY,

With the French Army in France. 
—Deepest admiration for the Ameri- 
can troops which have been fighting 
with the British and French in the 
Picardy offensive was expressed by 
General Humbert, commander of the 
third French army, during a talk 
to war correspondents. “The Ameri- 
cans fight,” he said, “with an ardor 
that is unsurpassed.”

FRANCE NEXT JUNE 


General March Believes Four Million 
U. S. Troops Will Defeat German 
Army on West Front 


Washington.—Four million Ameri- 
can soldiers can defeat the German 
army in the belief of General March, 
chief of staff, and present plans of the 
War Department call for more than 
that number under arms next sum- 
mer, with some 3,200,000 of them, or 
eighty divisions, in France by June 
30. 

These and other important facts 
concerning the Nation’s effort in the 
war as given to the Senate Military 
Committee by General March, Sec- 
retary Baker and Provost Marshal- 
General Crowder, were revealed Au- 
gust 15 by Chairman Chamberlain in 
presenting to the Senate the Adminis- 
tration man power bill extending the 
draft ages to include men.between the 
ages of 18 and 45 years. 

President Wilson is determined to 
bring the war to a conclusion by con- 
centrating all forces on the western 
front, including Italy, Secretary Baker 
told the committee, and General 
March supplemented this by stating 
that it was the purpose to end the 
great world struggle quickly and de 
cisively. For the Nation not to put 
forth its maximum effort at once, the 
Chief of Staff declared, would be but 
“playing Germany’s game.” 

Thirty-one American divisions, of 
approximately 1,300,000 men, now are 
in France, with as many more in 
camps in this country as a reserve. 
Secretary Baker said that the accel- 
erated programme of troop move- 
ments overseas which has enabled 
General Pershing to organize his first 
field army of some 1,250,000 men, 
will be continued because of the gen- 
erous action of the British Govern- 
ment in supplying shipping. 

To carry out the present pro- 
gramme of eigthy divisions overseas 
by June 30, nearly 2,000,000 men must 
be sent to France in the next eleven 
months. 


General March told the committee, 


according to the report to the Senate, 
that he was in favor of young men 
for the Army and that the youths of 
18 registered under the new draft 
law would be in France by June 30. 
He estimated that some 2,300,000 men 
qualified for full military service 
would be secured from the new regis- 
trants, and he outlined the calls for 
the next year or more as follows:

Woodland.—A ,103-pound deer, her 
third, has been killed by Mrs. Lee 
Sinkey, wife of the deputy Fish and 
Game Commissioner for this district. 
It was a running shot and Mrs. 
Sinkey sent the buliet through the 
shoulder. The deer was killed in 
Napa county. Two years ago Mrs. 
Sinkéy downed two deer while trunt- 
ing in the Snow mountains.

British Afforestation. 

Afforestation as a national under- 
taking is being kept insistently be- 
fore the British government. At a 
meeting of the Scottish Arboricultural 
society in Edinburgh the other day a 
resolution was adopted, in which the 
government was urged to give facil- 
ities, and to provide funds for putting 
schemes of forest tree culture into 
operation. Afforestation carried out 
on a considerable scale, it is averred, 
would afford suitable employment, un- 
der healthy conditions, for a large 
and increasing rural population, while 
it would also assist in solving the 
problem of finding work and wages 
for the large number of soldiers who 
at the end of the war on returning 
home may not be able to resume their 
former -occupations..

Traumatic Shock, Harvard 
Medical Expert Finds Far 


Men rarely die of shell shock but 
they have been dying at the rate of 
20,000 a year in the English and 
French armies alone as a result of a 
far more deadly form of shock—trau- 
matic shock, says the Atlantic 
Monthly. In fact, the latter is usu- 
ally fatal when skied assistance is 
not at hand. Dr. William T. Porter 
of the Harvard medical school has 
been sent into the front line trenches 
in France to study this strange enemy 
in action. Traumatic shock, he found, 
usually follows a serious fracture of 
a major bone like the hip bone or 
multiple wounds through the sub-cw 
taneous fat layer. 

By experimenting with injecting 
olive oil into the veins of a cat Dr. 
Porter developed symptoms identical 
with those appearing in cases of 
traumatic shock, confirming his belief 
that fatty globules are released into 
the veins by certain wounds and these 
gradually clog up the hairlike capil- 
laries of the brain until circulation 
ceases. Then began an interesting se- 
ries of experiments in the front line 
trenches in which Dr. Porter tried the 
experiment of giving carbon dioxide 
to freshly wounded men to prevent 
shock. The poilus were delighted 
with his tests and crowded around 
eagerly to watch the operation. 

All of these details, together with 
many keen and humorous reactions 
of a trained observer in the war zone, 
are set down in Dr. Porter’s recently 
published little book, “Shock at the 
Front.’ In fact, one well known 
critic insists that the book, far from 
being a mere medical treatise, is 
rather “a glimpse of the war done in 
sharp stroke by a physician who has| 
as pretty a technic with the pen as 
with the sculpel.” 


Keeping Books Aids Farmer 
in Ascertaining What Part 
of Living Comes From Farm 


(By the United States Department of 
Agriculture.) 

How many people know just what 
{t costs them to live? Such informa- 
tion is extremely valuable, especially 
if the makeup of the cost is known, 
both as to money cost and the other 
factors. To the farmer such data 
should prove valuable, indeed, espe 
cially in determining what part of his 
living comes from the farm. 

If the accounts have been complete | 
ly kept, the household expenses are 
easily assembled from the cash ree 
ord, inventory and record of supplies 
used. Nothing in the realm of figures 
is more likely to astonish the average 
farm family than a summary of the 
household costs. The farm furnishes 
the family a house to live in, milk, 
butter, cream, eggs, pork, fowls, fuel, 
vegetables and fruit, and often a great 
many other things. Yet the farmer 
often does not think of all these un- 
less they are set before him. If he 
breaks even on the year he is likely 
to think there is no profit in the busi- 
ness when, in fact, he may have been 
living much better than the average 


city business man of like education, | 


attainments and capital. 

All these things may have to be 
seen to be believed, but a well-kept 
set of records, by adequate handling, 
can be made to show them.

Bayard Taylor’s Opinions of Swin- 
burne Makes Some Rather In- 
teresting Reading. 

In all important respects except one 
I found him to be very much what I 
anticipated, writes Laura Stedman in 
the North American Review, quoting 
Bayard Taylor’s impression of Swin- 
burne. The exception is instead of be- 
ing a prematurely blase young man of 
the world, he is rather a willful, per- 
verse, unreasonable, spoiled child. His 
nature is still that of the young Shel- 
ley, and my great fear is that it will 

never be otherwise. 

He needs the influence of a nature 
stronger than his in everything but 
the imaginative faculty—such a nature 
as Byron’s was to Shelley. . . . He 
has a weak moral sense, but his of- 
fenses arise from a colossal unbal- 
anced affectation. This, or something 
like it, is a disorganizing element in 
his nature which quite obscures the 
organizing—that is artistic—sense. 
What I admire in him—yet admire 
with a feeling of pain—is the mad, un- 
restrained preponderance of the imagi- 
nation. It is a godlike quality, but he 
sometimes uses it like a devil. He 
greatly interests my intellect but does 
not touch me magnetically. 

He could have no power over me, 
but on the contrary I felt that I should 
be able to influence him in a short 
time. I had a letter from him the 
other day which shows that he feels 
an intellectual relationship between 
us. Now, this is not a question of 
relative poetic power, but of a certain 
diversity of qualities, ard I don’t mean 
to be egotistic in saying that I might 
perform’ somewhat of the same service 
for him as Byron for Shelley. I feel 
that (if it is not already too late) I 
could help him to some degree of 
poise, of system, of law; in short, 
art. 

In this sense he moves my deepest 
sympathy, for I see now the matter 
that might be molded into a splendid 
poet relapsing into formless condi- 
tions. It is sad, it is tragic, and if 
this fancy of mine be foolish, there it 
ia, nevertheless. Without this sense of 
giving assistance a week alone with 
Swinburne would be intolerable to me 
or any other human being.
